3 Battles Clinched It, 
Gen. Eisenhower Recalls 


WASHINGTON, June 23—(#)—Gen. Eisenhower reported Sunday 
Might that his European victory was clinched in three decisive battles 
by Allied might and teamwork and by German mistakes. 

“The war was won before the Rhine was crossed,” the Allied 

Commander advised the combined Chiefs of Staffs in a 
massive 123-page report on the sweep of his armies from Normandy

FDA Units Suspect’ Tests 
Assure a Healthier Atlanta 


By MARJORY SMITH 
Down in Tennile a few years ago, a smart operator was clean- 
ing at the expense of credulous folks in ill health, 
At $5 a throw, he was selling them common copper-zine shoe heel 
plates which cost him about three cents a pair to produce. These 
plates, he advertised widely, conveyed “human electricity” to the 


wearer's nervous system. 

“Human electricity,” this quack 
allowed, cured just about every- 
thing from sick headaches to blad- 
der ailments. Plenty of sufferers 
with $5 believed him, and at least 
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two diabetics who gave up insulin 
treatment for “human electricity” 
did not live to testify against him 
when the Atlanta Inspection Sta- 
tion of the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration looked into the matter. 


PAID HEAVY FINE 


The originator of “human elec- 
tricity” was prosecuted through 
Macon Federal Court and paid a 
heavy fine. His case is just one 
of the unique instances which J. 
J. McManus, Chief of the Atlanta 
FDA Station, can cite as his agen- 
cy’s service to the public. 

“Enforcement of the Pure Food 
and Drug Act takes in a lot more 
territory than the average person 
dreams,” explains this former hos- 
pital pharmacist, who has been 
guarding residents of Georgia, 
Florida and the Carolinas from 
food contamination and fraudulent 
advertising for 20 years. .

oratory on the fourth floor of the 
Federal Annex. Here 12 FDA in- 
spectors and 10 chemists spend 
five days a week looking into the 
food, drugs and cosmetics that 
Atlantans buy. 

Among shining beakers, test 
tubes, and microscopes typical of 
any laboratory, you'll find Cuban 
coconuts, Georgia-canned pimien- 
tos and peaches, Florida citrus 
concentrates and Carolina 
awaiting tests. You'll find bakery 
products suspected of harbo 
rodent hairs and soda pop alleg 
to contan saccharine, You might 
see a truss, ads for which in the 
back of Cowboy Magazine seem to 
FDA to be a might extravagan 
or an eyelash dye liable to blin 
milady with coal-tar coloring. 


26 CASES LAST YEAR 


‘Violations of the Pure Food 
and Drug Law have risen about 
45 percent nationally since World 
War II began,” the Atlanta FDA 
Chief reported. “In the four states 
covered by the Atlanta station 
alone, we prosecuted 26 cases last 

ear. Postwar raw materials and 
abor shortages are partially re- 
sponsible for increased cases of 
manufacturers who prepare food 
or drugs under unsanitary condi- 
tions.” 

McManus stresses that impure 
food and misleading drug labels 
are not an outstanding factor of 
i'modern life. “We're like the po- 
lice, who report only criminals and 
pot the large percentage of law- 
‘abiding citizens,” he points out. 
“We ferret out and prosecute a 
lot of offenders—but there are a 
lot more manufacturers upholding 
highly sanitary standards.” 

The FDA official thinks Ameri- 
cans are fortunate to enjoy the 
improved 1938 Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act, which protects them 
to a high degree. 

In enforcing it, the Atlanta sta- 
tion is empowered to survey pack- 
ing industries during the active

“full explanation” of the Red 
Army's plan for its forthcoming 
four-pronged offensive. That drive 
by 150 to 160 divisions turned out 
to be a success “even greater than 
had been anticipated.” 

Eisenhower noted incidentally 
that most of the 90 divisions which 
fought in armies under his com- 
mand during the later stages of 
the Battle for Europe were usual- 
ly reinforced by tank, antiaircraft 
and other attachments to 17,000 
men, “well over twice the strength 
of Russian divisions.” 


Covering the decisive period be- 
tween D-Day and VE-Day, Eisen- 
hower’s report was similar in bulk 
to the earlier final report of Gen. 
Marshall, his predecessor as War 
Department Chief of Staff. It was 
accompanied by a separate atlas 
of maps charting the relentless 
advance against the Axis in the 
Pacific as well as in Europe, and 
was dated July 13, 1945, when 
SHAEF was dissolved. 


AIR FORCES’ BLOWS 


The report detailed the telling 
blows struck by the United States 
and Royal Air Forces, with the 
comment that “the overwhelming 
Allied superiority in the air was 
indeed essential to our victory.” 

Although the broad tactical 
plans for the “overlord” operation 
—the invasion of the Continent— 
were completed and approved by 
the combined chiefs in August, 
1943, Eisenhower related that he 
won agreement to increasing the 
Normandy assault force from three 
to five divisions. D-Day original- 
ly was May 1, but it was delayed 
until June 6 chiefly by lack of 
sufficient landing craft and by 
weather. 

D-Day for the Southern France 
landing had to be delayed from 
July 1 to Aug. 15 because of the 
same shipping shortage. 

The scheme of maneuver against 
Normandy proposed in the ad- 
vance plans, Eisenhower noted, 
was “practically identical with 
that which was followed during 
the campaign.” 

NORMANDY LANDING 

In the actual landing he said “we 
achieved a degree of tactical sur- 
prise for which we had hardly 
dared to hope.” For two months 
German Gens. Von Rundstedt and 
Rommel kept their greatest 
strength in the pas-de-Calais Dis- 
trict of France, opposite England, 
guarding against the threat of a 
second Allied assault which never 
materialized. 

“Rommel'’s confidence in his 
mines and concrete was indeed to 
have disastrous results for the Ger- 
man Army,” Eisenhower observed. 

In relating Gen. Patton’s spec- 
tacular armored breakthrough 
from the beach area, Eisenhower 
reported that the French F, F. I. 
Resistance Forces were of great 
assistance in reducing Brittany, 
and said that British Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery’s handling of one 
tactical situation was ‘‘masterly.” 

Eisenhower said in a chronicle 
of the German final Ardennes 
counteroffensive that he took a 
“calculated risk” in holding a 75- 
mile front between Trier and 
through there again as in 1940 
would “ultimately be disastrous to 
Germany.” 

He said he put the American 
Monschau with no more than four 
divisions, feeling sure that any at- 
tempt by Von Rundstedt to break 
forces North of the Ardennes sa- 
lient under Montgomery’s com- 
mand because it would have been 
“impracticable” for Gen. Omar 
Bradley to handle forces both 
North and South of the Bulge. 

Although the Nazis’ final effort 
“delayed our offensive operations 
by at least six weeks,’ Eisenhow- 
er noted the enemy had paid with 
220,000 casualties and ‘“wide- 
spread disillusionment” by the 
end of the Allied counter-thrust.

It will serve merely as a whipping post. 
The “blame” for everything will be put 
on it. 

OPA was “gutted” while everyone gave 
lip service to it. But every pocket it 
pinched sought to have its controls lifted 
to relieve that pinch. It was all right to 
keep its controls on everything else, but 
take it off my business. That was the 
knife used to kill it. 

Now, the better idea would be to re- 
move it entirely rather than leave a hodge- 
podge bill which will serve only to con- 
fuse and make it impossible to fix respon- 
sibility. Already the controversy over 
OPA has become a smokescreen conceal- 
ing certain facts. 

An increase in freight rates is the most 
recent announcement. It followed hard 
on the OPA increase in the price of coal. 

The railroads had to have an increase 
fm rates to compensate for the increase in 
the price of coal. The operators merited 
@nm increase because of the wage boost 
given the miners. Several billion dollars 
has been added to the cost of production 
in rail wages, in autos, and in every field 
of production. 

The administration must shoulder a 
large part of the blame, although the blame 
really should fall squarely on Congress. 
Congress, in turn, acted on public opinion. 

Wage controls were dropped at the end 
of the war. Had they been kept price con- 
trols would have been easier to maintain. 
It annoys some Americans to make any 
British comparison. Yet it is significant 
that Britain retained all her war-time con- 
trols and still has them. She is having 
tougher sledding, for obvious reasons, but 
her domestic economy is in sounder con- 
- dition. 


Our problem may be simply illustrated. 

Wage increases have been granted in 
industries employing about 14,000,000 per- 
sons. There are about 40,000,000 persons 
in white collar jobs and in agriculture 
whose incomes cannot be increased in the 
Same manner for the good and simple rea- 
son the businesses employing them can- 
not keep on doing business and pay them. 
Most of the business of America is not in 
the heavy industry, consumer goods pro- 
duction, but in services. Only a small per- 
centage of the people who work do that 
work in factories. 

These people simply cannot continue to 
pay steadily increasing prices for goods. 
We will be lucky if we do not force the 
people into a buyer’s strike in 1947 when 
the edge has been taken off the demand 
for consumer goods. Already many- mil- 
lions of our people are in, or approaching, 
“hard times.” 

‘Also, increased production does not 
solve all the problem. 

There will not be any real increase in 
coal consumption. Indeed, many will turn 
away from coal to oil and gas. Train 
travel will hardly go back to war-time 
capacity with more and more airplanes 
and more and more buses in competition. 
No matter how much production there 
may be, if people cannot pay the price 
asked for goods we will be in trouble. 

It is unpleasant to contemplate, but 
unless Congress, with Presidential agree- 
ment, realizes the problem confronting the 
American economy, the inevitable clash 
between buyer and seller will occur with 
depressive results. 

It is all very easy to blame it on 
“Truman.” 

But a political nation and its Congress 
representing about 140,000,000 persons can- 
not excuse itself so lightly. It is ridiculous 
to blame one man. 

What Congress does about it will de- 
termine whether or not we escape a de- 
pression within the next two years or less. 


All Is Not Gold That Glitters, But—

It is an interesting and perhaps signifi- 
cant fact that gold is at a premium in the 
world. Russia has enormous gold reserves 


since she is one of the three great pro- 
ducers of the metal. It is probably a 
greater reserve than our own. Russia 
would like to see an international gold 
agreement, lowering the gold content of 
any international currency ratio. She 
could buy more goods. Our dollar still is 
based on its guaranteed gold content. That 
is why it. has value abroad with people 
who cannot spend it. 

The Bretton Woods Fund will fix world 
parities. 

When it does gold will play a part. 

It is obvious the world has faith in 
gold—little, if any, in the paper money 
that went into short-snorter bills and was 
sent home as souvenirs. 

Since man first began to dig gold he 
has trusted it. 

He still does.

Apologetic 
After Conn-Louis 


As the smell of the Louis-Conn fight slowly 

reaches the olfactory nerves of the nation, it is 

es interesting to note that in the 30 or so newspapers 

read each day some of the reporters who covered the fight were 
a bit apologetic. . 

It was as if they wished they could recall some of their adjec- 
tives, superlatives and similes and save them for another, and 
better, day. Great crowds are exciting. When gathered to witness 
a fight, eager to express the thinned-out blood-lust handed down 
from some ancient tribe which fought for its meat and life, they 
are subjected to a pumping of the adrenal glands. Some of this 
inevitably reaches the typewriter. I know from experience. 


It was something else I seemed to read in them. It was a be 
tween-the-lines uneasiness that not only had the fight been mean- 
ingless and dull, but that the next one also would be false and 
without substance. 

It was as if the reporters were saying to themselves that a new 
set of values was needed for the sports boom that is coming; that 
the old words and phrases would have to be revised. 

I could be wrong. But reading them, that is what many of them 
seemed to be saying. 


Chan e Things do change, and not always for the best. I was 
g thinking about the Open Golf Tournament of a few 
days ago. Golf has changed tremendously. 


It is very easy for a player or spectator lately come to golf to 
assume that there are more great golfers today than ever before. 
Certainly the constant string of tournaments with their players 
shooting 67s, 68s and 69s, with an occasional slip to 71 thrown in, 
would seem to indicate that this truly is the day of the gods in golf. 

But, now and then, or so it seems to be, I detect ‘a sort of 
uneasiness among the rank and file of golf reporters. Some of 
them seem, now and then, a little uncomfortable over the fact that 
the 68s, 69s and 70s come with such regularity, from the produc- 
tion belt of tournaments. 

That, it seems to me, is exactly what we have done—made of 
golf a mechanized sport without any of the finer nuances of style 
or skill which used to produce an occasional 68, but which was 
regarded with a certain awe if it were regularly around a par of 
71 or 72. 

Let me hasten freely to say that I am no expert. Nevertheless, 
to the mere observer, it ought to be apparent that the old days of 
hickory-shafted clubs demanded mastery. Each driver, spoon or iron 
club had its own particular quality of whip, torque and “feel”. 
Another club from the same maker and from the same materials 
would be an entirely new club to be learned and mastered. The 
modern set of golf clubs, with their machine-made qualities of 
steel and scientific testing, are all alike. They require the same 
machine-like use and will deliver as faithfully. It is not necessary 
to know their non-existant weaknesses and strengths. 


Pattern So, too, do the golf courses themselves run more to 
pattern, being neatly clipped and manicured because, 
forsooth, they must not be too difficult for the average player. 

The result—there are any number of “great” golfers, and fine 
fellows. But no one gets too excited about them as they did when 
Bob Jones was on the march or Walter Hagen was coming in 
needing a birdie to win. 

I would be willing to wager something important, say a large, 
two-inch-thick sirloin steak, that if all the “great” players of today 
were suddenly given sets of wooden-shafted clubs and put back on 
the old courses with plenty of rough, there would be an immediate 
and lasting slump up into the middle 70s. 

After a while two or three would master them and emerge as 
— players. And then you would hear no more of the rest of 

em. 

I don’t really care and I don’t think it very important. It is just 
that I am beginning to be more and more chary of employing the 
adjective “great”. 


Boxin The fight racket has always been pretty much of a rack- 
g et. But it did have a national aspect. It was possible 
for a young fighter to come along from some small fight club and 
get his try in New York without having to carry around three or 
four of the leeches who are attached to the New York fight 
monopoly. Without them no young fellow can get a chance. He has 
to cut them in. So, the boxing business has died out in St. Louis and 
Kansas City and Los Angeles and New Orleans and in other smaller 
towns that used to have their share of kids eager to get their brains 
knocked out trying for the big dream. 

Joe Louis is without doubt one of the four or five best heavy- 
weights the game has known.

The Russian Atomic Policy 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


Mr. Gromyko’s proposals may not immediately be clear to the 
public, but they are certainly clear to the Russian Government, 
which does nothing impetuous and has had plenty of time to con- 
sider them. 

These proposals, as a means of abolishing war, are reactionary 
in exactly the terms in which the word is continually used by the 
Soviets themselves. They are a step backward. Mr. Gromyko, in 
fact, invites us to return to the condition that brought about the 
last war: Division of power between several armed camps, with 
no certain and decisive power anywhere. 

Mr. Gromyko wants, first, to outlaw the manufacture of the 
bomb, forbid the production of atomic energy weapons and destroy 
all existing stocks within a period of three months from the agree- 
ment entering into force. 

Then, he proposes, that two committees be set up. The first 
shall be for facilitating the exchange between nations of the con- 
tents “of scientific discoveries connected with the splitting of the 
atom,” the “technology and organization of technological processes 
for obtaining and using atomic energy,” and “the organization and 
method of industrial production of atomic energy.” This includes, 
obviously, the existing formulae and “know-how” of producing 


atomic weapons. 

The second committee—and the order in which 
Straight Face Mr. Gromyko catalogues his proposal is notable 
—is to prepare an international agreemé@nt for creating means of 
outlawing the use of the weapon, and for elaborating a system of 
sanctions. 

But the decisive sanction is first to b- “outlawed” and abolished. 
We are to try to find effective sanctions—and only within the 
existing rules of unanimity of the Security Council—after abolish- 
ing the only decisive means of sanctions that has ever existed, and 
after distributing atomic knowledge and “know-how” to every- 
body, depending meanwhile for the safety of the human race on 
international treaties. 

Mr. Gromyko speaks with a straight face of the “great im- 
portance” of the fact that “gas and bacteriological war” have 
already been “outlawed by common accord between peoples.” 

Not only these weapons, but scores of others also have been 
outlawed by “common accord.” Saturation bombing was, for in- 
stance, outlawed by conventions and treaties, but has no one ever 
heard of the London blitz, or seen pictures of German cities? Are 
we, furthermore, to outlaw atomic bombs but retain blockbusters? 

The only weapons which have remained outlawed, 
World Law once war has broken out, have been those which 
have suggested certain kick-backs and have been held to be of no 
real strategical or tactical importance. 

The sanction that can end all war is the destructive power of 
atomic energy. The effectiveness of the sanction depends upon its 
being in one single hand, and under ohe single control to enforce 
one single law—a world law against international war. 

It has been the lack of just such a decisive sanction together 
with divided power which has made it impossible, hitherto, to 
create perpetual peace. And should war break out, with whatever 
limited weapons, and with the “know-how” of atomic bombs dis- 
tributed between contending countries, the atomic weapon ,would 
again be used by the first country that could produce it, and for 
the purpose which induced its use at Hiroshima—of decisively 
winning that war. 

That is why 1 say that Mr. Gromyko’s proposals are reaction- 
ary—the London Economist charitably called them “sentimental’— 
leading us back to the situation out of which neither the covenant 
of the League of Nations, nor solemn international treaties or 
agreements, nor the outlawry of certain weapons was ever able 
to create lasting peace. 

Peace is the rule of all law, and enforcement of 
upon a unique and unchallengeable force—on a monopoly of de- 
cisive power. This is the measuring rod of every proposal to 
create perpetual peace. And God help mankind if it takes an- 
other war to bring this truism home to the leaders of whatever 
nations and peoples may be left upon this reeling planet!

There is no occasion to be uncertain abeut how the country 
stands on the question. All of the national and regional polls on the 
subject tell the same story. : 

In October, 1945, for example, the Gallup Poll showed that 73 
percent of the people were opposed to the removal of price ceilings. 

Later the National Opinion Research Center took two separate 
polls on the question, one in February and another in of this 
year. These samplings of national sentiment revealed upwards 
of 82 percent of the people thought price control mecessery for 
another year. 

In March, also, the Des Moines Register took a poll which showed 
that 81 percent of the residents of lowa favored continuation of 
OPA with full controls for another year. 

Still another poll was taken in the same month by the Philadel 
phia Bulletin. It showed that 63 percent of the residents of Phila- 
delphia felt that price controls should be more rigid. 

The Washington Post took a poll of residemts of the District of 
Columbia last December.

Pp Y are revoked the mutilation of OPA will probably ge 
down in the books as a monumental piece of political stupidity. 

That seems a reasonable conclusion to draw because if price 
controls are rendered ineffectual there is certain to be a revolt 
among the people. It would be a revolt brought on by ocketing 
prices, and it would be directed at every member of een who 
was responsible for these conditions. 

Under the circumstances, it is difficult to offer an intelligent 
explanation of what Congress has done. The best answer probably 
lies in the more vociferous complaints made by those who have 
been held down or who think they have been held back by OPA 
restrictions. 

Many small business people have been sold the idea that their 
inability to get goods to sell is due to the OPA. The manufacturers, 
bent on greater profits in many instances, have told their dealers 
that OPA is to blame for the shortage. 

The attack on OPA stems from sources such as these. Kh has 
been a militant campaign. Congress must have been misled. 

For another thing, the flood of letters protesting against OPA's 
destruction reached a peak about the time of the railroad and coal 
strikes. These major developments made the people forget OPA 
for a time. When the flood of protests began to recede the Senate 
took this as lack of interest on the part of the public. 

It may yet be possible for House and Senate conferees to work 
out a compromise that will somehow save OPA, If not, the only 
recourse will be a Presidential veto. That would shift the_responsi- 
bility back to Congress to do something effective or take the blame 
for any inflation that results...

SELF-REGULATION 


Much of the success of the brewing industry's 

Self-Regulation program, which is designed 

to maintain law-abiding conditions where 

malt beverages are sold, is due to the demo- 

cratic manner in which the program itself 
es. 

Although the Georgia Committee works 
closely with retail licensees and with state and 
local licensing authorities, the “big stick” in 
preventing violations is actually wigjded by 
the vast majority of law-observing retailers 
themselves. These men are proud of their 
standing in their respective communities, 
proud of the reputation of the industry in 
which they serve. They do not want law vio- 
lators in their ranks, or unlawful conditions 
to exist in connection with the sale of these 
beverages. 

This cooperative attitude on the part of the 
retailers makes our work easier, pleasanter. 
We—and they — believe that “control from 
within” provides the most effective method 

whereby an industry may maintain 
high business standards.

WASHINGTON, June 23—(/)— 
New Soviet propaganda attacks’ on 
the United States are interpreted 
by diplomatic authorities here as 
evidence of a highly significant 
development in  Russia’s diplo- 
matic maneuvers.

Senator Blasts 
WAA's Handling 


Of Surpluses 


WASHINGTON, June 23—(UP) 
Chairman Roger C. Siaughter, 
Democrat, Missouri, Sunday night 
named two war veterans to head 
the legal staff of his special House 
Committee to make a “full-blown” 
investigation of disposal of bil- 
lions of dollars of surplus war 
property. 

At the same time Sen. Wiley, 
Republican, Wisconsin, wrote to 
Slaughter offering support of his 
charges that War Assets Adminis- 
tration hardling of surplus prop- 
erty “is more scandalous than Tea- 
pot Dome.” 

Wiley sent a copy of the ietter 
to Lt. Gen. E, B. Gregory, WAA 
Administrator who has _ asked 
President Truman to accept his 
resignation. Wiley made no 
charges against Gregory but he 


said “the time is long %verdue for | 


resignations in WAA on the part 
of those men who have violated 
the public interest in wittingly or 
unwittingly serving private inter- 
ests ahead of legally established 
priority claimants.” 

Slaughter has pledged himself 
to turn the surplus disposal issue 
inside out. The two _ veterans 
chosen to play a leading part in 
the inquiry are: 

Hugh D. Wise, Jr., Princeton, 
N. J., former colonel in Army 
counter-intelligence, who will be 
general counsel. He has served as 
attorney for the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

Norman S. Bowles, Jr., Arling- 
ton, Va., former Navy lieutenant 
commander, who will be assistant 
general counsel. He was in charge 
of the Navy’s contract production 
sections prior to hi. discharge last 
month. 

Slaughter said the two already 
are forming their staffs and that 
public hearings into WAA activi- 
ties will start within two weeks. 


An informed source said the Com- 


mittee probably would begin by 
looking into WAA’s radar disposal 
program.
